(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage, with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion, that it is necessary or expedient So to 
do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules wUh 
respect’ to any class or category of persons. 

7. Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided to 
candidate belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other categories in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

(b) Officers of the Assistants’ Grade with the 
longest period of continuous service In that 
Grade, on all Secretariat basis and assessed 
by a Selection Committee to be set up by 
the Department of Personnel on the basis 
of merit as suitable for inclusion In the 
Select List for Section Officers’ Grade; 

Note I: For the purpose of this clause, the ex- 
pression "longest period of continuous ser- 
vice” means a continuous service of not less 
than 22 years in the Assistants’ Grade as 
on the 1st July of the year for which ad- 
ditions to the Select List are to be made. 

Note II: The Selection Committee shall consist 
of a Chairman of the rank of Secretary and 
three members of the rank of the Joint 
Secretary, to the Government of Tndia.

Explanatory Memorandum 

The circumstances under which it has become neces- 
sary to give retrospective effect to the amendment 
promulgated in the above notification are briefly us 
follows: — 

The Government of India have decided inter alia to 
raise the upper age limit of 25 years to 30 years for 
recruitment to Services and posts, recruitment to which 
Is made through the Combined Engineering Services 
Examination. The raised age limit will be operative 
for two years. It has been decided to give effect to 
the decision in respect of the Combined Engineering 
Services Examinations to be held in 1972 and 1973. 
Since the Union Public Service Commission have al- 
ready issued nec^fesary modifications to the Notice 
for the Combined Engineering Services Examination, 
1972, on the 25th March, 1972, the Central Water En- 
gineering (Class I) Service Rules, 1965, have also to 
be amended with effect from the some date in order 
to bring them in conformity with the aforesaid de- 
cision of the Government. However, this retrospective 
effect to the amendment will not adversely affect any 
one because the amendment in question relates to the 
raising of upper age limit for the candidates who pro- 
pose to take the Combined Engineering Services Ex- 
aminations.

G.S.R. 920.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules for re- 
gulating the method of recruitment to certain class IV 
posts in the Research and Development Organisation 
for Electrical Industry, Bhopal, under the Department 
of Industrial Development, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (i) These rides 
may be called the Research and Development Organis- 
ation for Electrical Industry, Bhopal (Class IV posts) 
recruitment rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — 

The number of said posts, their classification and the 
scales of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified 
in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, and other quali- 
fication. — The method of recruitment, age limit, edu- 
cation qualifications and other matters relating to the 
said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the 
Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for 
direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the 
general instructions of the Central Government issu- 
ed from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in wri'.’ng 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with resz ect 
to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserv- 
ations and other concessions required to be provided 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons In accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 932. — In lexercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the

3. Number of poatft, classification and scales of 
Pay, — The number of posts, their classification and 
the scales of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified 
in column* 2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 


4. Method of recruitment, air© limit and other qua- 
lification*.— The mehod of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto, shall 
be as specified In column* 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


5. Disqualifications. — No person— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

0. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may by order for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons or posts, 

7, Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reser- 
vations and other concessions required to be provided 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons In accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to timn in this regard.
